Oakley wins re-

Judge Brian Oakley beat out challenger Robert Coutts 
with more than 70 percent of the vote Tuesday night to 
win re-election to the 34th District Court bench. 

When all the votes were tallied, Oakley received 
18,419 votes to Coutts 7,701. 

“I feel vindicated,” said Oakley. “I thought I was doing 
a good job and now the people have told me that I am, 
indeed, doing a good job. Now I will concentrate on ways 
to provide the citizens with better service and better pro¬ 
grams.” 

The 34th District Court serves the cities of Belleville 
and Romulus and the townships of Huron, Sumpter and 
Van Buren. Oakley was elected in 1998 and started his 
first term in 1999. 

Oakley said that he brings a livelihood and passion to 
the court system. 

‘Teople come up to me and tell me I look like I’m hav¬ 
ing so much fun up there in the court room,” said Oakley. 
“That’s because I am. Helping the people who come 
through the court room is not work to me.”

Oakley said he is constantly seeking a better “mouse 
trap” and has been instrumental in the implementation 
of several new programs at the court The programs 
include the Juvenile Justice Program, which allow youth¬ 
ful offenders to be closely monitored locally, rather than 
in downtown Detroit by an over-burdened county juve¬ 
nile program, he said. 

“We are always looking to try new programs,” said 
Oakley. ‘The chief judge is starting ‘sobriety courts.’ It 
will be a faster-paced handling of court cases. It will 
include an intense follow through and relationship 
between the judges and the offenders. To keep on top of 


them, we will meet once a week to see how they are 
doing” 

Oakley said now that the election is behind him he is 
looking forward to focusing on the new sobriety courts 
that will begin early next year 

Oakley and area educators have also developed an at- 
court suspension program. The program will allow 
schools and parents to “sentence” a child to a day in 
court when the only other alternative is a suspension 
from school and a “free” day at home. 

“We are talking with the Romulus schools to start a 
teen court,” said Oakley. “The judge would be involved, 
but the kids would do the trial. It was a big success in 
Plymouth and was very effective on selling the court sys¬ 
tem to the kids.” 

Oakley said that most children have negative thoughts 
on the court system. This program would give them faith 
and understanding of how the process works, he said. 

“I feel like I’ve made a difference, especially with 
kids,” said Oakley. “Education is the key that opens life’s 
doors. I am constantly telling the kids that more educa¬ 
tion equals greater opportunities. To know that I’ve made 
a difference is very gratifying”

Communities evaluate financial bailout of The Senior Alliance

The City of Wayne became the 
third of 34 impacted communi¬ 
ties to provide additional support 
for the troubled Senior Alliance 
(TSA) organization. 

The Wayne City Council voted 
unanimously Monday night to 
allocate an additional $3,048 for 
the next 3 years to help the orga¬ 
nization pay off its debt to Wayne 
County. 

The organization, which pro¬ 
vides a wide variety of services to 
senior citizens throughout Wayne 
County, owes $550,000 for ser¬ 
vices it provided but could not 


pay for, according to Bob Brown, 
interim director of TSA 

‘To this point, and at this time, 
there is no evidence of wrong¬ 
doing or any money disappear¬ 
ing,” he told members of the 
Wayne council Monday night “It 
is simply a matter of an agency 
not cutting expenses to reflect 
their revenue.” 

The issue came up during the 
past month, he said, and caused 
the resignation of the former 
executive director, Mike 
Simowski. Brown, a former state 
legislator who had a job at SBC 
communications, said he took a 
pay cut and gave up bonuses to 
take on the role of turning 


around the organization 

“I’m totally committed to The 
Senior Alliance,” he said. “I’m 
totally committed to this cause.” 
In his six weeks in the interim 
role, he’s already made several 
things happen to reduce over¬ 
head, he said. The organization 
has reduced its pension plan, 
saving $22,000 a year It’s reduced 
staff, saving another $250,000. He 
said he’s also negotiating with his 
former employer to reduce 
phone bills, which could net 
another $10,000-$20,000 savings 
for the group. He’s also made 
sure that the organization has 
paid its debt to the county for the 
current year. 


Browi has also petitioned the 
communities served by TSA for a 
special assessment - additional 
payments for the next 3 years 
that will help them break even. 
The communities impacted 
include Wayne, Westland, 
Romulus, Canton Township, 
Plymouth, Inkster and 
Northville. 

Wayne City Manager John 
Zech said the organization has 
been an effective one for the city. 
The $1,524 in annual dues the 
city pays to the organization ulti¬ 
mately brings back more than 
$390,000 in services in the form 
of meals served through Meals 
on Wheels, the Congregate Meals 


program, health care for shut-ins 
and more. All together, the funds 
contributed by the municipalities 
are used to leverage more than 
$10 million in state and federal 
grant funds. 

Brown said that, although 
Wayne was only the third com¬ 
munity to approve the additional 
funds for the organization, all 34 
member communities have paid 
their regular annual dues. He 
said he hoped it was merely a 
matter of timing - he said he 
would be visiting the municipali¬ 
ties to better describe the plight 
of the organization as well as 
they steps that have been taken 
to correct it 
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Watershed Bill would help fund Rouge clean-up 




It provides communities a way 
to easily get together to pursue 
watershed management

With funds from federal grants 
running out, the Rouge River is 
once again in need of some finan¬ 
cial help. 

A bill currently in the State 
Senate seeks to aid the Rouge 
and other Michigan rivers and 
streams through the formation of 
watershed alliances. 

If approved, Senate Bill 1432 
would legally recognize currently 
existing watershed alliances and 
allow for the formation of new 
ones under state law. All commu¬ 
nities within a watershed will 
have the opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in the groups, no matter how 
much of the river threads its way 
through the area 

While it wouldn’t allow the 
alliances to levy any sort of taxes, 
it would join due-paying commu¬ 
nities together in a common 
cause to restore the river 

“It provides communities a 
way to easily get together to pur¬ 
sue watershed management,” 
said Chuck Hersey, environmen¬ 
tal director for the Southeastern 
Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG), one of 
the organizations supporting the 
bill. “It gives them legal recogni¬ 
tion and gives them the ability to 
get together and apply for 
grants,” he said. 

The watershed alliances 
would be able to: join together on 
a volunteer basis to address sur¬ 


face water management issues, 
develop bylaws for membership, 
seek grants, gifts or contributions 
from public or private sources, 
expend funds to meet common 
state or federal water discharge 
permit requirements, implement 
actions identified in local plans 
and advocate for local interests 
before federal, state and regional 
agencies. 

The Rouge watershed has the 
distinction of running through 
the most densely populated area 
in the state. It drains in both 
Wayne and Oakland counties and 
encompasses 467 square miles 
and 43 communities including 
Westland, Wayne, Plymouth, 
Canton Tbwnship and Van Buren 
Township. 

For years, the Rouge was the 
prime example of urban river 
mistreatment, serving as a dump¬ 
ing site for industrial and sewer 
waste. Only since the 1990s has 
there been any concerted govern¬ 
ment effort to clean the river The 
proposed bill would continue 
these efforts and hopefully make 
communities not currently par¬ 
ticipating aware of the impor¬ 
tance of restoring the watershed, 
according to Christopher Kelly, 
director of communications for 
State Sen. Bruce Patterson (R- 
Canton), the main legislator 
behind the bill. 

“Water quality is a big issue,” 
he said. “It affects everyone who 
lives in the area” 

In western Wayne County, the 


bill would bolster the activities of 
the Assembly of the Rouge, an 
organization that has been con¬ 
ducting the National Rouge 
River Wet Weather 
Demonstration Project It began 
in 1992 with a $250 million grant 
from the federal Environment 
Protection Agency (EPA), accord¬ 
ing to Kurt Heise, director of the 
Wayne County Department of 
Environment 

The project is involved in myr¬ 
iad efforts relating to water quali¬ 
ty. It has attempted to limit the 
amount of combined sewer over¬ 
flows (CSOs) in the watershed. 
CSOs that degrade the river 
include storm water runoff and 
discharges from on-site septic 
systems and other illicit connec¬ 
tions to the river. 

The project has also been 
involved in lake and wetland 
restoration, erosion control and 
flow variability. 

According to Heise, the county 
would not be able to receive a 
storm water permit, which is 
required by the federal govern¬ 
ment, without the studies. 

But the most important thing 
is that the project contributes to 
the river’s health, according to 
Carolyne McCaughey, executive 


director of the Friends of the 
Rouge. 

Now, with the grant dwin¬ 
dling—the project receives about 
$1 million dollars a year, accord¬ 
ing to Heise—there is a need for 
communities in the Rouge water¬ 
shed to worry about money. 

“These dollars are 
diminishin as the years pass,” 
McCaughey said. 

Thirty-seven of the 43 commu¬ 
nities in the Rouge watershed 
have already expressed interest 
According to Heise, there is 
about $300,000 on the table from 
those communities involved in 


the Rouge alliance. 

Van Buren Township has 
already approved a resolution 
supporting the legislation. “Our 
overall responsibility is to edu-! 
cate residents about the quality 
of water,” said 

Dan Swallow, environmental 
director for the township. “To do 
so on a small scale is not as effec¬ 
tive as it would be on a large 
scale. There is a lot more we can 
do with alliances. They would 
allow us to better meet permit 
requirements,” he added. 

Tom Wilson, director of public 
services for the City of Westland,! 
said the alliance will be a good 
step to bring the Rouge commu-. 
nities together for fundraising 
and projects. 

“This allows us to share the 
costs on projects that help keep 
the river clean,” he said.

Mock election teaches students politics

Election Day is no longer 
just for adults, at least not at 
Romulus Middle SchooL 
As parents went to the polls 
Tuesday to cast their ballots in 
the 2004 election, middle 
school students participated in 
their own election. 

“These students are so well 
informed on the issues in this 
election,” said social studies 
teacher Akua Saulsberry. “I 
think in some instances they 
are more informed than many 
of the adults I know.” 

For weeks, the social stud¬ 
ies teachers have been talkin g 
about the presidential election 
to their students and trying to 
get them interested in the 
process, but what has hap¬ 
pened is far beyond what 
teachers expected. 

“These students know what 
is going on right now,” said 
Saulsberry. “They are going 
home at night and getting on 
the computer and doing their 
own research to be able to 
make an informed decision on 
Election Day.” 


Two weeks ago students 
were able to register to vote in 
the school mock election. In 
order to vote, students were 
required to have their voter 
registration card with them 
when they went to the mock 
polls set up throughout the 
schooL 

‘"Some students didn’t regis¬ 
ter to vote or lost their voter 
registration cards and they 
were upset that they would not 
be able to vote,” said 
Saulsberry. “They saw their 
friends going to polls and vot¬ 
ing and were regretful that 
they weren’t more carefuL” 

Grades were divided into 
precincts and just as in the real 
election, students had to vote 
in their own precinct or their 
vote would not he counted. 

“We wanted to make this 
process as similar to the real 
voting process as possible,” 
said Salusbeiry. “We believe 
that if we can get them inter¬ 
ested about the election 
process now, then when they 
are finally able to vote they will 
be able to make informed deci¬ 
sions.” 

Being old enough to vote is 


something that Brooke Tinner, 
a seventh grader, said she 
couldn’t wait for, even if it is 6 
years away 

“I know that when I turn 18 
I will go out and vote,” said 
Tinner. “I know how important 
it is to vote.” 

But for now Tinner said she 
is content voting in the mock 
election, because she said she 
knows all the issues and has 
made her mind up about who 
is the right man for the joh. 

“I am voting for Kerry,” said 
Turner ‘1 believe ,that he is the 
better choice when it comes to 
schools and improving the 
healthcare system. He is going 
to make this country better” 

Also on the minds of stu¬ 
dents casting their vote was the 
Iraq war. 

“The war in Iraq is really 
important to us,” said Shelia 
Reeves, a seventh grader. “It is 
something that affects all of us, 
but to change it people have to 
vote People don’t vote because 
they don’t think their vote 
counts, but it does.”

Area mourns death 
of beloved pastor

The Rev. Lonnie England got 
a surprise when he filled in for a 
vacationing pastor in 1945. The 
vacationing pastor of the then- 
small Calvary Baptist Church in 
Romulus never came back 

And the Rev. England never 
left 

Fbr the next 40 years, the Rev. 
England built up the small 
church from a handful of wor¬ 
shipers to more than 400 mem¬ 
bers, until his retirement in 1985. 
The Rev. England died on Oct 26 
at the age of 84 

The Rev. England was known 
as a kind and learned pastor who 
would do anything for members 
of his church. 

“He was a very pleasant per¬ 
son. He always had a smile,” said 
Ken Belch, a pastor at Bethany 
Bible Church. 

His daughter-in-law, Vicki 
England, said that there were 
plenty of times when the Rev. 
England would stay at the hospi¬ 
tal all night with sick church 
members. 

The Rev. England was also 
known for the many marriage 
and baptism ceremonies he per¬ 
formed. He once baptized 37 
people at the same time 

Friends and family remember 
him as someone who, even when 
he was retired, was never really 
retired. After his official retire¬ 
ment, England taught Sunday 
School in Florida, where he 
lived part of the year. He was

also a prominent member of 
Bethany Bible Church in 
Belleville. 

The Rev. England, born in 
March 12,1920, was a farm boy in 
Tennessee before being 
ordained in 1945 at Riley’s 
Baptist Church in his native state 
and moving to Romulus with his 
wife, Alberta 

The early years of the church 
were lean and the Rev. England 
worked at the Romulus Fbundry. 
He worked there throughout the 
40s and early 50s, until the 
church grew large enough for a 
full-time pastor 

The Rev. England and Alberta 
had three children, sons David 
and Paul; and daughter, Linda 

In 1968, Alberta England died 
of a brain aneurysm. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Florence, whom he married in 
1974, his sister, Mrs. Menyon 
Baker of Southgate, his children, 
six grandchildren and one great¬ 
grandchild.

Here’s t§ 30 snore 

They say the average ‘life’ of a city administrator in Michigan is 
between 3 and 5 years. 

And that’s including people like John Zech, who has worked in var¬ 
ious administrative capacities for the City of Wayne for 25 years, and 
for municipal government for 30. 

Zech was honored Monday night by the International City/County 
Management Association (ICMA) for his 30 years of service to local 
government 

It’s sometimes easy to overlook the contribution administrators 
like Zech provide to their municipalities. He is actually a near perfect 
example of what a city manager should be. His knowledge of the com¬ 
munity is unparalleled, his presence provides a sense of stability for 
the community that is rare for cities like Wayne. He’s rarely the man 
out in front of the scenes, and yet he makes sure that everything is 
running smoothly behind them. 

It’s not an easy job. There are plenty of reasons city managers have 
relatively short shelf lives. They have to deal with a wide range of per¬ 
sonalities, are dependent upon a changing board to keep their jobs. It 
doesn’t take a huge number of votes to unseat them, as it would to take 
an elected incumbent out of office. It only takes four 

Perhaps the largest indicator of a city well run can be seen in the 
city council meetings, themselves. True, Wayne has had their share of 
tumultuous meetings as difficult issues have been raised and dis¬ 
cussed, but Zech has steered the community through those times, and 
should be applauded for it Meetings in Wayne are now generally 
good natured, with an occasional hiccup. 

There are many things that factor into that of course, including the 
personalities of the elected officials and department heads them¬ 
selves. A good portion of that has to be, though, that the ideas he pre¬ 
sents, the goals he aims for and the general direction plotted for the 
city are so well thought out that the reasons behind them are obvious. 

A glance around the city can show anyone that good things are on 
the way. and it is in part because of his leadership. Anyone who 
watches the city council meeting of Monday night will also clearly see 
that his office is not just an office, this town not just a place to come 
and work He likes it here, he cares, and the city is far better off with 
his presence. 

The fountain of youth 

It makes perfect sense for the Plymouth Canton Youth Advisory 
Commission (PCYAC) to head up the fundraising efforts replace the 
downtown fountain in the center of Kellogg Park 

There is nothing more effective than a group of young people dedi¬ 
cated toward a common goal. 

The project will be an ambitious one, and it’s one the group of 
young people decided to take on at their regular meeting last Monday. 
Hopefully the goal will help give the group a greater sense of identity, 
and help attract other potential members into the fold. It can be an 
inspiring thing to get involved in a community service effort, and to 
have such a prominent project displayed, in perpetuity, can only fur¬ 
ther that inspiration. 

The City of Plymouth has been fortunate during the last several 
years, to have such dedicated groups volunteer to help out They’ve 
managed to finish off several capital improvement projects with help 
from the community, projects that would otherwise not have been 
accomplished. The two biggest examples are the downtown 
restrooms that are now open in The Gathering - which itself was 
funded in much the same way - and the Jack Wilcox Park unveiled by 
the city recently. 
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Civic pride, not prejudice 


Sometimes, things are so obvi¬ 
ous that you don’t even notice 
them. 

I realized that last week, as I 
was driving around the City of 
Wayne. Every time I do that, I try 
to envision the city as I’d like to 
see it, with no vacant storefronts, 
well-maintained property, lots of 
people - the sort of city that 
would instill the pride that I 
already feel. I guess that’s one of 
my ultimate goals for the city - to 
not have to deferid it to people 
who don’t live here, don’t know 
what’s going oa 

What would it take, I ask 
myself, to really turn things 
around? I picture a combination 
of retail and residential build¬ 
ings constructed in outlots near 
Metro Place Mall, a polished and 
inhabited Jamison Block build¬ 
ing, the buildings along 
Michigan Avenue filling up, 
fewer used car lots. It would take 
a lot to bring those things to 
fruition, I know. 

But the thing that should have 
been obvious is that good things 
are already happening here. 

You can notice it virtually as 
soon as you enter the city, from 
any directioa From the west the 
first thing you see is the expan¬ 
sion at Artman’s Nursery, and 
the construction of the nearby 
Scholl Deck and Carpentry. 
Ffom the east the renovation at 


the former Taylor Door building, 
along with the nearly-complete 
new police department. In the 
south, work has already begun 
on a new condominium project 
on Wayne Road and plans will 
soon be submitted on the long- 
vacant former Mad Anthony’s 
building. Sold signs have started 
to appear on the Fountain Place 
Condominiums, and work will 
soon start on the clock tower 
plaza at the corner of Wayne 
Road and Michigan Avenue. 

Just up the street the renova¬ 
tions at William P Frank’s furni¬ 
ture are nearing completion. 
Across the street, a mixed-used, 
two story building is planned 
that will bring additional retail, 
office and residential space to 
downtown. 

There’s a lot of things going 
on - a good sign in a troubled 
economy. 

Those are just the projects 
that can be seen without ventur- 
ing into any of the neighbor¬ 
hoods. Many of those are just as 
busy - look at the work being 
done on Howe Street, just north 
of the Wayne Community Center, 
the scattered parcels where 
blighted homes have been tom 
down and are now being 
replaced with new ones. 

I’ve often expressed impa¬ 
tience with how things are pro¬ 
gressing in the city. Many of the 


people I 
hang out 
with here are 
young, excited and full of great 
ideas, too. Their exuberance 
wears off on me and it’s some¬ 
times easy to think the city may 
be dragging their heels when it 
comes to revitalization, particu¬ 
larly when other projects seem 
to leap frog some of the propos¬ 
als that have come to light 
recently. It’s a bit odd, for exam¬ 
ple, that the Downtown Develop¬ 
ment Authority (DDA) budget 
can handle the unforeseen 
expense of a down payment to 
acquire and demolish the old 
Clark gas station in front of the 
new police station, while a plan 
to put murals on some down¬ 
town buildings has to go through 
the budget process next year 

Ultimately, though, I think 
that’s the small stuff. The gas sta¬ 
tion purchase may seem like a 
small thing, but it’ll have a long- 
reaching, positive impact It’ll 
get rid of it for one thing, and it’ll 
consolidate a large site for future 
development 

When you think about it the 
combination of long-term, 
patient planning and the excite¬ 
ment of new people is a good 
blend to have. Hopefully, each 
side will feed off the other and 
the city will soon become a place 
to brag about not defend.

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Film brings story of music icon to life 


FVom the opening musical number to 
the closing credits, I was completely 
enthralled with Jamie Fbxx’ compelling 
portrayal of musical great Ray Charles in 
the biopic Ray. 

Bom in a poor town in Georgia, Ray 
Charles Robinson went blind at the age 
of 7, shortly after he witnessed his 
younger brother’s accidental death. 

Inspired by a fiercely independent 
mother who insisted he make his own 
way in the world, Charles found his call¬ 
ing -and his gift- behind a piano key¬ 
board. Touring across the Southern 
musical - or “Chitlin” - circuit, the soul¬ 
ful singer gained a reputation and then 
exploded into worldwide fame when he 
incorporated gospel, country, jazz and 
orchestral influences into his inimitable 
style. 

As in any film biography, Ray is com¬ 
plete with a rags-to-riches tale that pro¬ 
vides many twists and turns along the 
icon’s road to stardom. 

At the beginning of the film, Charles 
hops on a bus to Seattle where he has 
found a “gig” Upon his arrival, he meets 
a very young hard-headed horn player 
named Quincy Jone-yes, that Quincy 
Jones-played by Larenz Tate (Menace to 
Society). Because of his obvious disabili¬ 
ty, the owner of the bar where Charles is 
slated to perform, deemed it right to take 


advantage of the blind virtuoso. The 
woman keeps him high, while she dis¬ 
cusses business with other people. A say¬ 
ing his mother taught him when he was 
young aids him in this situation, as 
Charles is able to “scratch a lie and find 
a thief” 

After leaving that bad situation, 
Charles joins a small group on the afore¬ 
mentioned Chitlin circuit He is paid 
fairly well, and in a unique way. To make 
sure he isn’t shorted on his funds, 
Charles ask to be paid entirely in singles. 
It is also in this tour where he meets his 
eventual long-time friend and business 
associate, Jeff Brown, played by Clifton 
Powell (Dead Presidents, Friday After 
Next). Their friendship blossoms as 
Brown takes it upon himself to look out 
for Charles’ best interests. 

It was amazing to find out how 
Charles got around without a cane or a 
dog Charles wore hard-soled shoes, as 
he said, “everything sounds different” 

He also used an interesting method to 
pick his female companions. Charles 
caresses their wrists to determine if they 
pique his interests. In one unforgettable 
scene, he grabs the wrist of a heavyset 
woman, makes a less than interested 
face, and goes about his business. 

The film was filled with great perfor¬ 
mances, which were complemented 


greatly with the presence of Charles’ 
classic music. 

Fbxx does an outstanding job in his 
portrayal of Charles. FYom his big grin, 
all the way down to his walk, Fbxx some¬ 
how channels the aura of Charles to give 
an Oscar-worthy performance. 

Kerry Washington (Save the Last 
Dance) plays Charles’ wife, Della Bee 
Robinson, gives another strong perfor¬ 
mance, as she sticks by Charles in all his 
trials and tribulations. 

Regina King (Jerry Maguire, Boyz in 
the Hood) plays Margie Hendricks, 
Charles’ “woman on the side,” who prob¬ 
ably loves him as much as his wife does, 
and who also wants to be apart of every¬ 
thing in his life, including his drug use 

It was that drug use, and his marital 
indiscretions, that alienated Charles’ 
family and friends, and almost cost him 
his career 

The film also revealed how shrewd a 
businessman Charles was. 

After signing a recording contract 
with ABC, Charles negotiates a deal 
where he will receive .75 cents per 
record sold, as opposed to the .10 cents 
he received while at Atlantic records. He 
was also the first artist to own all the 
rights to his master recordings. 

As he revolutionized the way people 
appreciated music, he simultaneously 


fought segregation in the very clubs that 
launched him and championed artists’ 
rights within the corporate music busi¬ 
ness. 

Ray provides a portrait of Charles’ 
musical genius as he overcomes drug 
addiction while transforming into one of 
this country’s most beloved performers. 

Nonetheless, as Charles’ unprece¬ 
dented fame grew, so did his weakness 
for drugs and women, until they threat¬ 
ened to strip away the very things he 
held most dear This little-known story of 
Ray Charles’ meteoric rise from humble 
beginnings, his successful struggle to 
excel in a sighted world and the eventual 
defeat of his own personal demons mate 
for an inspiring and unforgettable true 
story of human triumph. 

The film also possesses a great deal of 
nostalgic value for those who lived in the 
era where Charles was at the height of 
his popularity and success. 

During certain parts of the film, when 
a song would begin to play, I could hear 
people in the theatre whispering the 
words and tapping their feet I’m sure 
Charles’ infectious style was ever-pre¬ 
sent at house parties throughout the 
country for decades.

Inkster pf Die find source 
of drug activity in area

Inkster police investigators found the 
source of prolonged drug activity on Oct 
22 when two homes on the south side of 
the city were raided. 

The homes, on Burton and Williams 
streets, were raided after an undercover 
informant told police that an extensive 
“grow operation” was hidden behind a fur¬ 
nace at the Burton Street home. Money 
believed to be profit from the sale of the 
marijuana was found at the Williams 
home. One man was arrested after under¬ 
cover narcotics detectives conducted sur¬ 
veillance for 2 months. 

Police believe that the brother of the 
man arrested - the person who rents the 
Burton residence - is the driving force 
behind the operation. Police said it’s a 
common practice for dealers to keep a 
grow operation - the term used for a room 
with multiple plants - in one location 
while keeping large amounts of cash at 
another location. 

“It was obvious to us that there was an 
intent to sell the drugs,” said Inkster 
Police Sgt. Scott Rechtzigal. “I would 
describe this operation as medium-sized. 
But it was obvious from the stuff we found; 


supplies and packaging materials. There 
was just too much of it for personal use.” 

Rechtzigal said about 3.4 ounces of 
marijuana were found at the Burton loca¬ 
tion, along with two semi-automatic guns. 
Scales, small plastic bags and measuring 
tools were also discovered. At the Williams 
location - $26,600 in small .bills was discov¬ 
ered inside a safe. 

The marijuana has a street value of 
about $200, police said. The money found 
at the Williams home is believed to be con¬ 
nected to the drugs because police dogs 2 
picked up trace amounts of drugs on the 
biUs. 

Police are working on warrants for both 
men to submit to the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office. Each could face 
charges of possession, delivery and manu¬ 
facturing of marijuana, a 15-year felony. 
The identity of the man in custody is being 
withheld pending formal arraignment, 
and police are still seeking his brother. 

Rechtzigal said the amount of drugs 
confiscated might not sound like much 
until the potential profits are realized. 

“They only had seedlings planted, so 
they were just getting started,” he said. “If 
you do the math - if 3.4 ounces is worth 
$200, then $26,000 represents a lot of 
drugs.”

County offers health care program

Wayne County-based business¬ 
es struggling with the rising cost of 
providing health benefits to 
employees now have the opportu¬ 
nity to enroll in a plan that could 
help. 

Wayne County Health Choice, a 
program founded in 1994, is a 
managed care plan that allows 
businesses to buy into a medical 
program with more than 600 small 
businesses with headquarters in 
Wayne County. 

Dr. Ruby Wesley, the adminis¬ 
trator for the program, said the 
plan is a viable alternative to bring 
necessary routine doctor visits, 
dental care, prescription coverage, 
and laboratory testing and emer¬ 
gency services to employees - for a 
little as $56 per month for employ¬ 
ees and the business. The plan is 
financed through a three-share 
partnership between Wayne 
County, the employer and the 
employee. Employers pay about 
$60 per employee each month for 
the coverage 

Wesley said businesses that 
cannot afford to offer health bene¬ 
fits to employees face a number of 


obstacles. 

“Employers are telling us that 
when they can’t offer insurance, 
they have sicker employees who 
are not as productive as they 
should be,” she said. “They also 
face problems with employee 
retention - people are leaving 
company X to go to company Y, 
and the only reason is that compa¬ 
ny Y offers health benefits.” 

Michigan State Department of 
Community Health statistics indi¬ 
cate that more than 1 million peo¬ 
ple are living without health insur¬ 
ance. Steadily increasing health¬ 
care and ding costs, and the over¬ 
all poor condition of the economy 
are contributing factors. The 
Wayne County Department of 
Health and Human Services does 
not have recent statistics regarding 
uninsured workers. 

Williams said the program cur¬ 
rently covers more than 5,000 
employees. She added that the 
program is currently being exam¬ 
ined as a national model for small 
businesses that cannot provide 
health benefits to employees. The 
program recently changed to new 
health plans and restructured the 
plan to alleviate troubles it had 
paying doctors and other health¬ 


care providers. 

Under Wayne County Health 
Choice, at least half of a business’ 
employees are required to earn 
less than $10 per hour To receive 
the cost break from the county, the 
employee must live in Wayne 
County. If an employee does not 
live in Wayne County, they can be 
insured, but for a higher rate. 
Workers who earn more than 
$10.50 will receive a reduced coun¬ 
ty subsidy, even if they live in 
Wayne County. 

Co-payment for doctor visits 
cost $10. Visits to specialists 
require a referral and cost $20. 
Prescription co-pays are $20. Co¬ 
pays for generic drugs are less, 
Wesley said. Doctors working with 
three HMOs - Midwest Health, 
Procare and Community Care 
Partners - provide services, 
Wesley said. 

Employers with more than 
three employees may participate 
in the plan, Wesley said. 
Employers must also conduct 90 
percent of their business in Wayne 
County. Employees must work at 
least 20 horn's per week
